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THE ARMY IN 1906. 


In “The Army in 1906: A Policy and a 
Vindication,” by the Right Hon  Arnold- 
Forster, M.P. (John Murray), its author essays 
a twofold task. In the first part of the book 
he states the nature of the Army problem, 
and deals with the actual composition and 
organisation of the British Army, and the 
methods by which they may be improved. In 
the second he discusses the general principles 
underlying Army organisation, and the state 
of public and military opinion with regard to 
them. 

Those who found most to criticise and 
object to in Mr. Arnold-Forster’s administra- 
tion of the War Office, have never denied his 
gift of lucid exposition, his untiring ifdustry, 
and a knowledge of military questions at home 
and abroad which is as remarkable in a civilian 
as it is unusual. Nor will they refuse to credit 
him with an assurance in the wisdom of his 
own judgment which rises superior to all 
temporary checks and rebufts. He consoles 
himself for obloquy and misunderstanding by 
the knowledge that “the Minister who for 
two painful years laboured with the sole 
object of leaving the Army more fit for war 
than he found it, is rewarded and gratified by 
the generous tribute of his successor quoted 
upon the title-page of this work.” 

Let Mr, Haldane speak for himeelf ; “Never 
before this time,” he said in the House of 
Commons last July, “have we had sach good 
material in the Army. The morale both of 
officers and men is higher than it was. The 
Army is ina condition in which I do not 
think it has been before, both in point of 
quantity and quality,” 

If these are Mr. Haldane’s genuine con- 
victions it is a pity that he has embarked 
upon a policy of wrecking which bids fair to 
undo thestrenuous work of his predecessor. 
But it is one of the faults of Secretaries for 
War to feassure the public, and we cannot 
remember a time when the Army was not 
announced by those responsible for it to have 
reached the acme of perfection. The Duke of 
Newcastle, on the eve of the Crimean War, 
might have used, and possibly did use the very 
words of Mr. Haldane, ‘nd when Mr. Arnold- 
Porster leaves the fair words of his predecessor 
in office and comes to deal with his achiev 
ments,accomplished and promised,he deals with 
him exceedingly faithfully. Mr. Haldane, he 
declares, while praising the polic¥ 6f conti- 
nuity in Army matters, has actually adopted 
one of complete reversal, applied both to 
general principles and to minute details. So 
far from improving the Regular Army, his 


policy weakens it, and renders it less efficient | 


It fails to give us a striking force ; it does not 
provide for the expansion of the Army in time 
of war, or make the Auxiliary Forves available 
for service in the field ; it reduces the number 
of our trained officers ; it must greatly redace 
the Reserve of the Army, and it cannot result 


With this sweeping indictment we are en- 
tirely in accord. The destruction of ten of 
our best battalions (two of the Guards and 
eight of the Line) is one of the most suicidal 
pieces of foily of which an English Secretary 
for War has ever been guilty ; but it is sur- 
passed by the reduction of the Horse and Field 
Artillery at a moment when they had at last 
been raised to the proportions required in 
every European Army, and the enforced dis: 
appearance from the effective list of 3,800 of 
the most highly-trained soldiers in the world, 
If anything can be regarded as absolutely 
certain, it is “that, following the regular 
routine of our military policy, we shall) in a 
very short time, be endeavouring in a panic 
to recreate that which wé are now so lightly 
getting rid of.” 

Mr. Arnold-Forster still clings to his old 
ideal of the two Armies, existing side by side, 
the Long Service and the Short Service. He 
is justified in complaining that it never re- 
ceived a fair trial, and concurrent enlistment 
in the Line for different periods has now been 
dropped. But it is not too much to say that 
the weight of professional opinion was heavily 
against it, and the conversion of a large num- 
ber of Line battalions into mere Reserve-pro- 
ducing machines is a dangerous and most un- 
popular experiment. The “solidarité” of'a 
regiment, the interest of officers in their men, 
the esprit de corps which is traditional in the 
British Army, would be impowible in bat- 
talions where men were run through the ranks 
in a couple of years. Bat Mr. Arnold-Forster 
has the courage of his convictions: he runs 
full tilt against the whole regimental system, 
and he pleadsfor a “permutation” and an in- 
terchangeability by which Army officers would 
be shifthed from regiment to regiment, and 
from one branch of the Service to the other, as 
easily as naval officers are movedfrom ship 
to ship. It is true that he tempers this by the 
maxim, “Festina lente,” and admits that 10 
modification of the existing regimental system 
can be wisely undertaken without the support 
of a strong body of military opinion, which we 
can assure him is at the present moment cgn- 
spicuously lacking. He confesses that regi- 
mental promotion and the regimental system 
must be the rule, and transfer the excep- 
tion, and that any policy which breaks up 
existing units and destroys existing tradi- 
ditions must stand condemned. We are entirely 
with him when he insists that regiments must 
not be allowed to degenerate into mere clubs, 
and there is a spice of reality in his saying 
that in consequence of the regimental system 
“while the Navy has become a profession, 
the Army has to a large extent remained s 
social institution,” and that the horizon of an 
active and intelligent officer must not be 
absolutely bounded by the regiment. But in 
the British Army the Staff College, and the 
constant opportunity for “special service” in 
Egypt, in the various British»possessions, and 
in our constant “little wars,” opens career 
for talent that is not to be found in the 
military systems of the Continent, 

We regret that it is impossible to follow 
Mr. Arnold-Forster over the whole field which 
he covers, but his book is one which no student 
of military matters can dispense with and it 
is written with an especial eye to the capsci- 
ties of the non-professional reader. He is 
especially valuable and suggestive when he 
dwells upon the paramount necessity of 4 
“striking force” which can be made available 
without the machinery of genera! mobilisation, 
and the delay of obtaining Parliamentary 
sanction to call out the Reserves. When the 
war.cloud was gathering over Natal we were 
only able to send out from home one Field 
Brigade of Artillery, and two chance Battalions, 
one grossly under strength. But for the contin- 
gent from India the Boers must have swept 
on to Durbsn without hindrance, 

He has much that is valuable to say about 
recruiting generally, about the entry into the 
Army and training of officers, about the Field 
Artillery of the Auxiliary Forces, and sbout 
barracks and barrack policy. 

But nowhere is -his counsel wiser than in 
those chapters where he protests against those

VIOLENT TELEGRAM DENIED. 
Besxin, December 18. 

The “North German Gezatte” strongly denies 
the reports of the so-called violent telegram 
from the Emperor to Prince von Bulow on the 
subject of the dissolation of the Reichstag. The 
dissolution is not a personal act of the Empe- 
ror's, but a decision, arrived at by the Govern- 
ment’s confederates based on the constitution 
of the country. The Emperor hss merely oon- 
fined himself to ratifying their decision. 

‘All ramours on the subject of the aggressive 
attitude taken up by His Majesty are pure 
speculation. The dissolution is a constitational 
proceeding, an appeal on the part of the 
Government to the people against the anti- 
patriotic decision which an important section 
of the Reichstag wished to impose on the 
Government.
